Mine Blast 
Kills Three 


WEST FRANKFORT, Ill., Aug. 
15, #®—Three men were killed and 
two. . others slightly injured last 
night in a mine explosion which 
brought hundreds of people to the 
shaft fearing it was a third major 
disaster in Southern Illinois ‘with- 
in five months. 

For more than two hours, @ 
crowd of about 2,000 milled around 
the property in the belief that

100. men had been killed or 
trapped. 

Not until about 11 o’clock when 
many of the workers came to the 
surface, unaware of the blast, was 
the worst of the shock and two- 
hour suspense disspelled.

The Florida Senator told a re- 
porter, however, he doesn’t be- 
lieve Henry A. Wallace and Mr. 
Truman could “pull together as a 
team.” Therefore Pepper said he 
is not proposing Wallace for the 
No. 2 spot despite the former vice 
president's strong support of or- 
ganized labor’s viewpoint. 

“I think Mr, Wallace can render 
his best service by continuing to 
be a private citizen who speaks 
his mind freely,’ Pepper said. 
The Florida Senator said he has 
no doubt Mr. Truman will select 
he man who is to run with him 
and that the convention will ac- 
cept his choice. That happened in 
1944 when the late President 
Roosevelt cast Wallace adrift’ and 
chose Mr. Truman ,he contended. 
“I think the president ought to 
pick somebody who subscribes as 
completely as possible to the 
views of Franklin D. Roosevelt,” 
the Senator said. “He ought to be 
someone who can command not 
only the strong but the enthusias- 
tic support of organized labor and 
the working people in general.

day refused to modify or set aside

Judge Lemmon levied fines of 
$7,500 each and county jail sen- 
tences of three months on Guy 
Standifer, president of Tanfdran 
company; William Levin, secre- 
tary-treasurer, and Earl Heple, 
general contractor. Heple’s project 
manager, A. W. Barnewitz, was 
fined $1,000 and given a one- 
month jail sentence.
